TUBERCULOSIS OF THE BONES ANE 
JOINTS. , 

We are accustomed to think of tuber- 
culosis as synonymous wilh “consump- 
tion,” that is to say, as a disease of 
the lungs; but there are many other 
ferms, all of which may be and often 
are accompanied with wasting of flesh, 
or “consumption.” There is, indeed, 
almost no organ or tissue in the body 
which is exempt from attack by the 
germ of tuberculosis, although the 
most common seats of the disease are 
the lungs, the larynx and the joints. 

Bone and joint tuberculosis, espect- 
ally, is of very frequent occurrence in 
the young, more particularly in the 
children of the very poor and those 
who live in dark, damp and ill-venti- 
lated houses, or in places where tuber- 
culosis of the lungs is common. 

These two forms are very apt to merge 
into each other, as the part of the bone 
ordinarily involved is the end which 
enters inlo the formation of the joint, 
and the disease readily extends from 
that to the joint structures. 

The starting point for the disease is 
usually a sprain or bruise, sometimes 
$0 slight as scarcely to be rem 
when the trouble becomes firmly estab- 
lished and one begins a search for the 
cause. The injury does not cause the 
tuberculosis, but it affects the vitality 
and resisting power of the injured part, 
and so gives an opportunity for the de- 
velopment of the in one other- 
wise predisposed to {t by weakness of 
constitution. 

In the bone, tuberculosis is manifest 
ec by the formation of nodules—tittle 
lumps—or a general spindle-shaped en- 
lergement of the affected bone. In the 
jcints it begins as a soft, boggy swel- 
ling, most apparent in a superficial 
joint, such as the knee, where it is 
called “white swelling.” The joints 
most frequently atacked are the hip, 
knee and spinal column. ° 

The treatment of bone and joint tuber- 
culosis ig the same as that of tubercu- 
kcsis of the lungs, namely, a life in the 
open air—day and night—and abundant 
nourishment—eggs, milk, cream or 
ol'vewil. Children with tuberculosis of 
the bones or joints are believed to do 
better at the seashore, whereas persons 
with consumption of the lungs ere ad- 
vised to go to the mountains. In et- 
ther case, the open-air life is the es 
sential thing. 

With this general constitutional treat- 
ment there should also be complete rest 
of the affected joint, in order that na- 
ture may have a chance to do her heal- 
ing work.—Youth’s Companion.

Aged Lady Beaten By Son With Axe Helve 


Died of 


Injuries. 





A despatch from Halifax says: An in- 
vestigation held on Wednesday at Ohio, 
A village about seven miles from Yar- 
mouth, disclosed a shocking state of 
affairs. Three weeks ago an aged wo- 
man named Carolifie Hilton complained 
tc the stipendiary magistrate that she 
had been beaten by her son Ebenezer, 
who used an axe handle as the imple- 
ment of punishment. He was immedi- 
ately apprehended and on trial was 
found guilty and sentenced to a year 
and a half in the commen jail. 

On Friday last the woman died, and 
rev. Mr. Saunders, pastor of the Bap- 
tist church at Ohio, refused to bury her 
until an inquest had been held. Ac- 
cordingly Coroner A. M. Perrin, M. D,, 


(was summoned and held an inquest on 
_ Wednesday. 

Three witnesses were examined, the 
wife of Ebenezer Hilton, his daughter 
and the husband of the latter. The 
evidence showed that the son had beat 
en his mother into insensibility, had 
cregged her over the frozen ground, 
and kicked her.. It was furthermore 
brought out that he had threatened te 
take her life. The evidence established 
the fact that the woman had never re- 
vived after her terrible ordeal. 

The jury found that death had been 
caused by beating received at the hanas 
elt her son together» with subsequent 
neglect, and recommended that the 
Attorney-General should immediately 
take the matter up, 
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| As an American 
Doctor Met Them in 
the Wilds of Africa 


ESIDES carrying to the dusky-skinned 
natives of the African jungles the hope 
of salvation tn the after-life, Christian 

medical missionaries are giving them freedom 
{rom the clutch of disease and bodily ills. 

Penetrating the Soudan, traveling 
through miles of high grass and almost im- 
passable jungles, Dr. J. S. Derr, a craduate of 
the University of Virginia, last fall visited 
savages who had never seen a physician. 
Many of them, indeed, had never seerta white 
Ma, 

Working at the station of the Soudan 
United Mission at Donga, Dr. Derr has cured 
hundreds of negroes. Journeying from Don- 
ga, which is 600 miles inland, he traveled 
nearly ICD mises toward the interior, treating 
tribesmen until he reached Gongome. 

In that section medicine had :tever been 
applied for the cure of diseases. Hundreds of 
natives suffer from virulent blood diseces, 
ophthalmia and ulcers, languishing in sufer- 
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ig as real to them as it is to us.” 

Traveling in the “Land of Darkness,”” the Soudan 
not the most comfortable thing in the world. Dr. D 
started on his trip August 15, with more than a haif do 
attendants, a number of whom deserted him on his jc 
ney. 

Provisions were carried in boxes which the negr 
bore on their heads. Thus the journey was made— 
three days a weary tramp through land covered ¥ 
grass which exceeded a man in height. Much of the li 
Was marshy and soggy, and it was with difficulty t 
progress was made. 

Dr. Derr arrived at Suntai August 18. This is 
place where, some years before, Captain Parker was } 
by spear points when he dismounted from his horse. 

“The chief of Suntali,” writes Dr. Derr, ‘‘had he 
of my medical work, and he gave me a cordial weloo! 
The chief is a pagan. He seemed pleased that I visi 
him, but did not understand what could be done with 
materials in my medical case.’’ 

What Dr. Derr did amazed the old negro. Imm 
ately on his arrival the doctor went among the peo: 
Scores lay sick with fever, some with Iimbs swollen 
elephantiasis; others suffering from goiter or lepre 
One patient lay with swollen legs, writhing in anguis! 

“T gave him morphine and whisky,” writes the d 
tor, ‘and poulticed the leg with potassium permangani 
His temperature was 1(3. Day after cay I visited h 
and, as his p.in decreased, he regarded me with won 
and’awe. Such treatment had never been given him 
fore, and he thought the easerment of palm was done 
some divine agency.”’ 

The mysteries of the revoWer, as explained by 
Derr to the old chief, filled him with wonder at the 
genuity of the white man. While walking with the c! 
along the Suntai river one evening, Dr. Derr showed } 
the revolver, at the same time discharging it. Witl 
wild ery, the old man threw hfmself on his knees, 
eyes staring in fright at the stmange weapon. When 
saw Dr. Derr hit the head of a duck on the river, 4 
seemingly incredible distance, the old man was speech 
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Ong urtil they die. Dr. Derr applied his rem- 
edies—the natives regarded himJin wonder, 
and, when suffering cvas relicyd and sores 
healed, they sank to the vrognd in worship, 
Lelieving the missionary @ god. — 

Accounts of his work, just received by 
friends in this country, are iXtensely intercst- 
ing. Not only has Dr. Deer cured n:any 
physically, but he has converted scores of na- 
tives, among them an old chteX, at one time 
one of the most bleodihirsty ait implacchle 
in the Soudai.

During the last decade marvelous work has been av- 
mplished in Africa by the vanguards of civilization, the 
C&ristian missionaries, who are taking, with the cross, 
meWeine and the surgical case.

Physicians have go:e among the natives and per- 
med what seemed miracles to those simple-minded peo-

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tions of medicines and ofntments with amazement. 

At Gongome, the innermost point of the continent 
reached by Dr. Derr last fall, the natives at first regarded 
him as a god endowed with supernatural powers. His 
work among these primitive people of the jungles is 
typical of the experlenceés of physicians who reach unin- 
vuded territory. , 

Dr. rr is stationed at Donga, a larga town about 
6€0 miles inland from the Atiantic coast and north of the 
Congo v3gion. The sufferings of the people in that sec- 
tion are harrowing. Many, according to recent letters re- 
ceived from him, suffer from virulent blood diseases. In 
the interior he has been kept busy, from morning until 
night, treating the sick. He cured one old chief, who was 
So Overjoyed that he aceepted Christlanity. 

“The medical mission,” wrote Dr. Derr, “as an acces- 
sory to. preaching the gospel, used as a means of gaining 
the love and confidence of the pebdyle, has proved a suc- 
cess tn most flelds. It shows the people in a tangible 
form that Christianity stands for love, good werks and 
the relle? of suffering.

ligious. He cured many and converted a number, among 
them the old chief. 

Pursuing his way through the grassy swamps, Dr. 
Derr and his party reached Jafung, where he heard of a 
pagan tribe near Gongome. These people, he was told, 
were warlike and flerce, and were dreaded by the other 
natives. The Mohammedan missionaries, who are active 
in the Soudan, feared to go to them. After treating the 
sick at Jafung, Dr. Derr went on to Bakundl, a large 
town, which is principally Mohammedan, 

In the center of Africa, Dr. Derr points out, the na- 
tives do not live in caves or isolated cabins in the jungles, 
as many persons suppose, but in towns. Bakundi is one 
of the largest. These villages are much the same. The 
houses certainly do not resemble the comfortable dwell- 
ings of America. The homes of the natives are built of 
grass, the roof, which is cene shaped, resting on heavy 
props. Very little clothing is worn, the garments conaist- 
ing of ight wrappings worn cbout \the waist or flung over 
the shoulder. 


GRATEFUL YOR ATTENTIONS 


Here Dr. Derr visited the blacksmith, the weaver and 
the school. ‘‘This was the first time I saw a Mohamme- 
dan school in session,’’ he writes, ‘‘and it was very pic- 
turesque. The little boys were sitting on the rround 
shouting the Koran from wooden tablets. These were 
held by the handle, and looked like shovels.”’ 

From Bakund!i Dr. Derr continued his journey, cross- 
ing the mountains. Here, for the first time since he took 
up his work in that region, he was able to drink pure 
spring water. In the mountains the air was fresh and 
pure, the scenery splendid. Passing down the mountains 
on the other side, he arrived on September 8 at Kingana, 
a large town, and practically the key to the region be- 
yond. On the 9th he treated twenty patients. 

That night the chief visited him and told him the town 
was his. 


When preparing to go farther inland some cf Dr. 
Derr’s laborers ran away from him and he was left 
stranced. He continued his work, taking journeys by 


day and treating the sick. Near Kingana he treated na- 
tives who had never seen a white man. Instead of op- 
posing him, the natives received his attentions with grat- 
itude, and Dr. Derr was so elated be made plans for the 
establishment of a station. 

On his return to Dongu Dr. Derr continued his work, 
leaving behind him hundreds of paiients who had been 
started on the road to recovery. At first, he says, he 
found difficulty in getting the natives to let him treat 
them. their faith in the native witch coctor having been 
implicit, despite the failure to cure. 

One old woman recently came to him for trentment. 
For threo years she had suffered froin ulcers. The only 
trer nent she had received was applications of fire. In- 
vestigation showed that her ligaments had been sloughed 
into shreds. Although the natives, after seeing a cure, 
regard a physician as a god possessed with supernatural 
powers, they show little faith in his medicine at first. 
Dr. Derr writes as fuliows: 


DIFFICULTIES BESET DOCTORS 


“Beas on tha nart of tha native. indifference and lack 
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to the king’s house, where I was cordially received. He 
looked quite wholesome, except for his dull eyes, and I 
could distinguish no limp in his walk. After preliminary 
salutations, I proceeded to investigate the ‘leg,’ obtaining 
a history of an enlarged ankle somewhere in the dim past. 
This, he told me, had yielded most remarkably to whisky, 
also that it hurt him now frem time to time, and it re- 
quired more whisky to ease it. 

“I informed him that my plaster was much better for 
his foot than whisky; and, after ordering some water, 
applied it and fastened it on tight with a bandage, giving 
him instructions not to remove it until it had burned a 
long time. I learned afterward that the plaster did its 
work well! He asked for no more whisky.” 

Dr. Derr has been working in the Soudan about @ 
year. Among the natives whom he has visited are the 
Munchi people, who are extremely savage. They use 4 
pecullar polson on the tips of their arrows, which is fatal, 
The antidote ig known only to the Munchi people them- 
selves. 

How important is medical work in this section of Af- 
rica one who has not visited the country cannot realizc, 
Innumerable diseases prevail, and Dr. Derr’s days are full 
of work. He has had to treat patients who suffered from 
the sleeping sickness—that fatal disease to which thou- 
sands of natives have succumbed. 

Mohammedanism has been sweeping over the Sou- 
dan, and Christian missionaries are now pitting their 
strength against the spread. The Soudan comprises an 
area equal to about two-thirds that of the United States 
without Alaska, and comprises about ten kingdoms, under 
British, French and German control. There are about 100 
distinct free heathen tribes, with a population of from 
60,000,000 to 80,000,000. 

The medical mission, it Is said, is the strongest weapon 
against the spread of Islamism. ‘‘Cured of physical ills,” 
writes Dr. Derr, ‘‘the natives will listen to religious teach- 
ing. And in sending them physicians Christians have an 
opportunity which the Mohammedans do not possess." 4

The recent attack of the Conserva- 
tive on the Timber policy of the present 
government has been very geverally 
circulated throughout the country, but 
the reply made in answer to this at- 
tack, by Hon. Clifford Sifton, who was 
Minister of the Interior, at the timo 
the acts complained of occurred, has 
not been co generally circulated. 





Mr. Sifton Always Ready. 


A characteristic of the ex-Minister 
of the Interior is, that when any re- 
flections are made upon tie policy of 
the department affecting the period of 
time when he was charged with its 
administration, he stands ready to 
give the fullest explanation (not to de- 
fend for there is nothing to defend), 
but Mr. Sifton invariably makes a 
valuable contribution to the debate, 
which throws light upon what is pur- 
posely kept obscure by those who seek 
to cloud the issue, 

Some time ago a general attack was 
made jn the administration of the Jn- 
terior Department. Mr. Sifton’s ies 
aus speech, delivered May 31, 1903, 
the House, effectively silenced ah 
criticism and the affair passed away 
and was forgotten.

In 
this way all bis clothes, both blue and 
white, are kept clean, and when Sun- 
day morning comes and there is gen- 
eral inspection on the quarter deck he 
has no fear of being reprimanded fot 
having on a soiled uniform. 

The hardest things of a sailor’s outfit 
to wasb are his blanket and hammock, 
The hammock forms part of his equip- 
ment, but belongs to the ship. MWe is, 
however, required to keep it clean. 
His mattress and blanket are lashed 
into the hammock and stowed in the 
nettings or crates provided for that 
purpose. 

Every day a couple or more men are 
detailed to stow them away and at 
night to break them out. It is this 
handling so much that gets them fear- 
fully dirty, especially while a ship is 
coaling. When washing his hammock, 


a sailor lays it flat on the deck and) 


uses a fvire brush to get it clean, with 
the assistance of soap and lots of “el- 
bow grease.” 

In visiting a foreign port and before 
the ship has come to anchor it will be 
surrounded by “bumboats,” generally 
bringing out washerwomen, who are 
usually negresses anfl who clamor for 
any work in the laundry line. They 
do good work and charge very little 
for it. They always show their refer- 
ences from the last ship and always 
want a new one to add to their already 
long Hist. 

It dis in wet and stormy weather that 
the sailor has his own troubles trying 
to dry his clothes. Round the uptakes 
of the smokestack there is a drying 
room in which clothes may be hung, 
but as they grow yellowish when hung 
there often this room is used as little 
as possible. In the newer men-of-war 
there are installed washing and drying 


-machines which greatly facilitate the 


Jaundry work, making it inexcusable 
for a sailor to have sviled clothes. 
This machine, which dries clothes by 
centrifugal motion, does the work rap- 
idly and well. 

These machines, which are being 
added to all the new ships, will in 
time do away with all hand work. The 
old familiar sight of a long line of 
clothes strung from bow to masthead 
will no longer be seen, and the boat- 
swain’s,mate will forget how to pipe, 
“Scrub and wasb clothes!”

Found tn Utah. 
Of ever increasing iaterest to natu- 


ral curiosity seekers are the hot pots, 


about three miles from Heber City, | 


Utah, on a branch line of the Denver 
and Rio Grande railroad, running up 
tbrough picturesque Provo canyon. 

’ This region is a level plain, upon the 
surface of which arise in strange con- 
fusion numbers of conical shaped cis- 


terns, the largest of them being all of | 
fifty feet high, a hundred feet in diam- ° 


eter at the top and twice that at the 
base and containing in their dark 
depths immense yolumes of water 
heated to a bigh temperature in the 
furnaces of the carth. The waters con- 
tain the usual chemical Nroperties of 
thermal springs and are usea for bath- 
ing and drinking with excellent enccts. 

These pots have evidently beeu form- 
ed by the siow deposition through 
counticss centuries of the silica aud 
soda which enter into the composition 
of the waters thst once welled over 
the rim. The hot pots are found in the 
midst of cultivated fields avd thriving 
orchards notwithsiauding the peculiar 
rocklike soil composition. 

One of the marked peculiarities of 
the region is the hollow, rumbling 
sound caused by curriazes and horses 
as they move over the rondways for 
niles around. “Is there av enormous 
cavern just below the surface and will 
it ever cave in?” Is the anxious 
inguiry of every visitor alarmed at 
the strange underground sounds.—Ex- 
change.

‘ONE SAVED AS BY A MIRACLE 


Sensations That Encompassed the 
Daring Voyagers at an Altitude of 
Over Five Miles—The Descent.

|The Terrific Cold and the Peculiar 


One of the most terrific experiences 
in the history of ballooning was that 
of three aeronauts why in 1875 made 


an ascension in a large and well made | 
: its equal. I strongly recommend it. 


balloon, the Zenith. In this voyage 


the object was to reach the greatest » 


possible altitude. The balloon rose to 
a height of 28,000 feet—that is, bout 
five and a half miles from the earth 
At this point something happened— 
what, no one will ever know, since the 
only surviving balloonist, Tissandier, 
was at the time insensible. But the 


‘balloon began a rapid fall and finally : 


struck the ground with such a frigbt- 
ful shock,,that Sivel and Croce-Spin- 
nelli were killed instantly, while Tis- 
sandier’s life was spared by. a miracle. 

The account of this voyage is per- 
haps best told in Tissandier’s own 
words: : 

“At 23,000 feet we were standing up 
in the car. Sivel, who had given up 
for a moment, was reinvigorated. 
Croce-Spinnelli was motionless in front 
of me, | felt stupefied and frozen. | 
wished to put om my fur gloves. But 
without being conscious of it the ac- 
tion of taking them from my pocket 
necessitated an effort that 1 could no 
longer make. I copy verbatim the fol- 
lowing lines which were written by 
me, although I have no very distinct 
remembrance of doing so. They are 
traced in a hardly legMle manner by a 
hand trembling with cold: 

“*My hands are frozen. I am all 
right. We are all right. Fog in the 
horizon, with little rounded cirrus. We 
are ascending. Croce pants. He in- 
hales oxygen. Sivel closes his eyes. 
Croce also closes his eyes. Sivel 
throws out ballast.’ Sivel seized his 
knife and cut successively three cords, 
and the three bags emptied them- 
selves, and we ascended rapidly. 

“When Sivel cut away the bags of 
ballast at the height of about 24,000 
feet I seemed to remember that he was 
sitting at the bottom of the car and 
nearly in the sume position as Croce- 
Spinnelli, For my part, I was in the 
angle of the ear, thinks to which sup- 
port I was able to bold up, but | soon 
felt too weak even to turn my bead to 


look at my companions. ‘This was 
about 1:30 p. m, At 2:08 p. m. 1! 
awoke for a moment and found the 


balloon rapidly descending. I was able 
to cut away a bag of ballast to check 
the speed and wrote in my notebook 
the following words: 

“We are descending. Temperature, 
degrees. I throw out ballast. Ba- 
roineter, 12.4 inches. We are descend:

SOUND WAVES. 


The Way They Are Defiected by At- 
: mospheric Causes. 

One of Uncle Sam's scientists at 
Washington gives an interesting ex- 
planation of the action of the wind in 
preventing the spread of sound toward 
the direction from which the wind 
comes. 5 

It is, he claims, not the wind, as 
such, that prevents sound from trav- 
eling against it, but differences in the 
strength of the wind. If, for instance, 
the wind is stronger above than be 
low or stronger at one side, its effect 
will be to tilt the sound waves in one 
direction or another. 

Differences of temperature in the alr 
also cause deflection of the waves of 
sound. Other atmospheric causes ex- 
ist which deflect sound from a straight 
course and prevent it from going as 
far in certain directions as it may 
have been expected to go. 

Some of the sirens in this country, 
says the scientist, produce sounds 
which ought theoretically to be audible 
aut a distance of 1,500 miles, but, in 
fact, the authorities are satisfied if 
they are heard only two miles away. 
The reason for the discrepancy be- 
tween calculation and experiment was 
probably atmospheric defiection of the 
sound.—Minneapolis Journal.

THE MAXIM GUN. 
Curious Origin of This Terrible Engine 
of Destruction. 

The origin of the Maxim gun was 
somewhat curious. Mr Maxim (Sir 
Iliram) after the close of the great 
civil war in America was visiting one 
of the southern battleficlds. Jie pieked 
up a Springfield rifle and began firing 
ata target. He soon discovered, to his 
amazement, that his shoulder was all 
black and blue with the recoil. ‘This 
set him thinking, and he soon con- 
ceived the idea of utilizing this force 
in a gun which would fire automatic: 

ally. 

He went to London full of his idea, 
but no one would listen to him. In 
Birmingham the chief man in a fac: 
tory refused to make a bolt gun, 

In despair Mr. Maxim pagked up his 
trunks and went to Paris. In two 
weeks the work was done. This gun 
Mr. Maxim exhibited in London in 
1885. He spoke of it then as the guy 
of the future. It is now the gun of ths 
present. It is a wonderful gun and a 
deadly one. By adjusting the indics- 
tor it will fire bullets at any rate from 
one per minute to G00. 

This terrible wegpon fs started by 
the firing of the first shot. After that 
it works itself and will keep going as 
long as cartridges ¢an be fed into the 
machine. When one belt of 333 is ex- 
hausted, all that is necessary is to 
hook on another. 

When the British government gave 
an order for the guu they stipulated 
that it should not weigh more than a 
hundred pounds and should be capable 
of firing a thousand rounds in four 
minutes. Mr. Maxim produced a gun 
which weighed thirty-five pounds and 
fired 2,000 rounds in three minutes.

Blanch the almonds and beat them into 
@ smooth paste, adding some water grad- 
wally to form a thin cream. Melt the 
wax, sbpermaceti and almond oll ta- 
gether, and to this add the soap, pre~- 
viously rubbed down with one-half 
ounce of water. To this add, in small 
quantities, the remainder of the water, 
assiduously stirring. Then add the 
strained almond cream, and finally the 
alcohol and the perfume.

Treatment for the Hands 


A. D.—Every night soak the hands for, 
ten minutes in hot water. Then wash 
thoroughly with a good soap, rinse in 
clear water and dry thoroughly with a 
coarse towel, and in doing so rub the 
hands from the tips of the fingers 
backward. Next rub a good skin food 
well into the skin, and allow it to re- 
main from five to ten minutes, then 
take a dry, soft cloth and remove all 
the cream possible.

RENA—The electric roller, when at- 
tached to a battery, will prove very 
helpful if used by one who has had 
experience. However, as wrinkles are 
caused by the falling away of the fat 
cells the best method to restore them 
would be to massage good Oils into 
the skin and to stimulate the glands 
and blood vessels by means of fric- 
tlon. Here is a good skin food: One 
ounce of white wax, one ounce of 
spermaceti, two ounces of lanolin, two 
ounces of cocoanut oil, two ounces of 
orange-flower water, four ounces of 
oll of sweet almonds, thirty drops of 
tincture of benzoin.

MYSTERIOUS METHODS. 


Truly the War Office moves in @ my- 
Sslerious way in its disciplinary me 
thods with the commissioned ranks. 
One of the duties devolving on an offi- 
cer commanding any unit ls the pre- 
paration at certain periods of that bug- 
tear of the regimental officer—the con- 
fidential report. In this document the 
colinel puts on record his own opinion 
of “he officers serving under him—not 


Only in their military capacity, but also 


in their private character. 

Whereas, according to the spirit of 
English justice, every citizen is assumed 
lc be innocent till he has been proved 
guilty, the British officer mot only has 
me opportunity of defending himself 
against any unfavorable remarks in 
the confidential report, but he is ‘even 
denied thé knowledge of what the said 
remarks amount to. The confidental 
report passes straight from the com- 
manding officer to the War Office. The 
commanding officer is but human, and 
any errors and omissions on his part 
may be very detrimental to the pros- 
pects of his subordinate, who is per- 
fectly helpless in the matter. 

Placing upon half-pay is a very oO. 
dinary disciplinary ineasure, and may 
be applied to all commissioned ranks, 
It will be remembered that a short tune 
ago a world-famous general was placed 
on hall-pay as a result of am indiscreet 
after-luncheon speech. An Officer on 
half-pay may be brought back to the 
Active List at any timme; but if placed 
on retired pay the Army has done with 
him for good. 

The difference between the two is 
not always understood by the general 
public. Half-pay is what ifs name im- 
plies; whereas an officer on retired pay 
craws the full emoluments, attaching 
to his rank, provided he has put in the 
necessary years of service. Thus: A 
colonel’s pey is £1 a day. On half- 
pay he would draw 10s, a day; where 
as on retired pay, always provided that 
he had qualified by length of service 
(thirty years), he would receive his 
£365 a year. 


LOSING A YEAR. 


To the civilian mind, when an ofM- 
cer is sentenced to lose one year’s seni- 
ority but little is implied; but this pun- 
ishment is far more than it looks. For 
example, a lieutenant is ordered to 
lese one year's seniority. This most 
probably means that three or four of 
his juniors will pass over his head, and 
he is four steps lower on the road & 
his captaincy. Thus his loss of senl- 
crily will work out @t more like three 
years than one by the time he receives 
{he rank of captain. When the time 
comes for his majors commission he
